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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicants submission filed on March 
28, 2005 has been entered. 

2. This Office action is in response to the amendment filed March 28, 2005 in which 
claims 1-111 were canceled and claims 1 12-135 were added. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 1 1 -1 35 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 12 is rejected because it is not clear what constitutes "a substantially pure 
population". The term substantially is indefinite. 

Claims 1 19-126 are rejected because there is no proper antecedent support for 
"said essentially." 
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Claim 131 is rejected because it is not clear how these limitations apply to the 
chemical species. This claim appears to be directed to a combustion method. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 111-120, 122 and 125 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Hueschen (US 3,778,654). 

Hueschen teaches an alloy of molybdenum and tungsten. The alloy is a solid 
solution and has a grain size that is smaller as compared to pure molybdenum and the 
atoms of the alloy are in clusters (see col. 2, lines 36-43). Hueschen teaches that 
clustering of the atoms is a desirable property (see col. 2, lines 63-66). Since Hueshen 
teaches the same substantially pure population of clusters, those limitations regarding 
spectrometric properties are inherently taught by Hueschen. 

Accordingly, Hueschen teaching all the material limitations of the claims 
anticipates the claims.
